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AFL-CIO Applies 
That Major Surgery 


The cleanup within union labor ap- 
parently is the real thing as far as the 
AFL-CIO is concerned. The executive 
council of that organization is acting de- 
cisively in several directions to rid itself 
of undesirable elements which have given 
the whole cause of organized labor a 
black eye. 

Thursday the council took the only 
possible course in suspending the giant 
Teamsters Union. Unless it is willing to 
oust President-elect James R. Hoffa and 
to rid itself of other corrupt elements, the 
union will be expelled at the national 
AFL-CIO convention in December. And 
it most certainly should be. 


Friday the council laid down the law 
to the United Textile Workers Union. It 
is slated to suffer the same fate as the 
Teamsters unless it cancels a reported 
$100,000 severance-pay settlement for re- 
signed Secretary-Treasurer Lloyd Klen- 
ert; who quit under fire. UTW must also 
rid itself of its president, Anthony Val- 
ente. 

Slated for attention, too, is the Bak- 
ery-Confectionery Workers Union, which 
also figured in sensational corruption 
charges developed by the Senate Rackets 
Investigating Committee. 

The AFL-CIO Executive Committee, 
headed by President George Meany, 
deserves much commendation. The dis- 
gusting revelations have disclosed such a 
disease that mere doses of bad medicine 
are not enough. Only major surgery can 
remove the ills which have crept into the 
labor movement. This the committee now 
seems ready to apply. 

There will be repercussions, of course. 
Hoffa may take the Teamsters out of the 
organization. If he does, AFL-CIO report- 
edly is ready to set up a rival union. This 
is bound to lead to a lot of trouble. 

Meanwhile, action by AFL-CIO may 
have come too late to head off strong 
measures by Congress to prevent such 
abuses from growing in the future. The 
labor union movement is reaching ma- 
turity and must act with corresponding 
responsibility. Such disregard of public 
interest and that of members as has been 
revealed must be curbed. 

The major surgery by the AFL-CIO 
executive committee was an absolute ne- 
cessity. Let it continue and let such safe- 
guards as may be needed to prevent re- 
currences be adopted.

Ike, Macmillan Accept 
The Russian Challenge 


‘The call for a top-level NATO meet- 
ing to be attended by all 15-member na- 
tions from President Eisenhower and 
Prime Minister Macmillan is one of the 
most significant foreign policy develop- 
ments in several years. It shows a full 
realization that collective security still is 
the only security against aggressive com- 
munism. 

Presumably President Eisenhower and 
other heads of state would attend to lay 
plans for an even broader organization 
to combat the renewed Russian threats. 

Khrushchev’s warlike talk of recent 
weeks, his attempts to cow the free world 
into submission, call for united action. 
Regardless of how it has been soft-ped- 
alled, the Ike - Macmillan meeting and 
the call for revitalizing NATO shows not 
only how the free nations have drifted 
but that it has resulted in grave danger to 
all of them. Moscow has taken full advan- 
tage of weakness. 

Russia’s post-Stalin peace talk has 
been revealed for what it is—a device 
to lull the West into a feeling of false 
security. 

The NATO nations must pool their re- 
sources—economic, scientific, military and 
spiritual—to meet the Communist threat. 
Khrushchev plainly has shown them that 
unless they do, they face eventual anni- 
hilation. In doing so, he may have done 
NATO—especially the United States—a 
great favor. 

The United States must take the lead 
in rallying the free world. Anglo- 
American cooperation is the only way to 
counter the short-range as well as long- 
range plans of Moscow.

Corn is growing in Georgia—growing 
in acres and in bushels to the acre. 

The VU. S. Department of Agriculture 
has doubled the listing of counties classi- 
fied as “commercial corn.” That brings 
the number to 28. 

To qualify a county must grow an 
annual average of 450 bushels of corn 
per farm or four bushels per acre of farm- 
land. 

To the USDA a “commercial corn” rat- 
ing means that a county is eligible for al- 
lotments and hence for price supports 
when the farmer places his production 
under loan.

A Roosevelt Centennial 


A grateful nation has embarked on a 
year long program of celebration of the 
centennial of Theodore Roosevelt. Born 
Oct. 27, 1858, Teddy Roosevelt became 
one of our great reform presidents.

Teddy, too, was an aristocrat . :

Probably the most discouraging aspect of Sputnik, the Soviet arti- 
ficial earth satellite, is that it demonstrates again the Reds’ ability to 
maneuver United States policy. Since the first announcement of the 
launching of the satellite, spokesmen for this nation have moved 
all the way from surprise, shock and admiration to belittlement of 
the Soviet achievement and loud talk about what we could, would and 


might do. 

From the White House to the 
scientists themselves. there were 
few calm and considered state- 
ments. 

Immediately everyone in gov- 
ernment began blaming everyone 
else for the fact that the Rus- 
sians “beat us.”’ The Army and 
the Navy revealed ignorance of 
what each other had done in mis- 
sile development. The executive 
branch, which through the Bu- 
reau.of. the Budget cut research 
spending, blames Congress for 
not providing enough money. So 
it’s yah-yah-yah to a disgusting 
degree. 

Actually, we have made good 
progress toward launching a sat- 
ellite and have brought our other 
space research along in tune. The 
U.S. satellite, judging from ex- 
tensive reading over the past

skunked us in developing a tre- 
rocket 


with which to get the satellite in 
the air. 

Our national pliability and our 
eagerness to take the Russian 
bait reflect a lack of coordinated 
policy at the top level of govern- 
ment. The Russians soothe us

cut back our spending. They take 
the initiative in the Middle East 
and we follow along with a new 
doctrine. When they blow cold, 
we slash budgets. When they blow 
hot we throw money away. 

What we need is not so much 
satellite and rockets but a firm 
policy, a consistently budgeted 
scientific development program 
and some control over our nerv- 
ous systems. We need to recog- 
nize the strength of our opponents 
and seize the initiative ourselves 
for a change. .

Do Fats Set Off Heart Attacks? 


; 
2 Doctors Blame Business Stresses |

CHICAGO, Oct. 27—Recent sug- 
gestions that fats in the diet may 
have something to do with heart 
“attacks” and other cardiac dis- 
orders were questioned here to- 
day. 

At the American Heart As- 
sociation’s annual scientific ses- 
sion; evidence from human tests 
was presented, indicating that 
stresses imposed by modern 
American business competition 
are responsible for blood pat- 
terns which may predispose to 
heart ailments. 

The importance of daily stress 
in business life has been forgot- 
ten in studies that compare diets 
and blood patterns of American 
mails with those of Bantu savages 
or peasants in other lands. 

This was emphasized by Dr. 
Ray H. Rosenman and Dr. Meyer 
Friedman of San Francisco. They 
reported on tests of a group of 


man said that in their series the 
amount of cholesterol in the ac- 
countants’ blood went up marked- 
ly when they were under stress. 
Furthermore, the tendency of the 
biood of the subjects to clot in- 
creased sharply under stress. 


diminish heart muscle blood sup- 
ply to the point at which short- 
ness of breath or pain occur as 
in angina. 

Furthermore, a so-called heart 
“attack” occurs when a_ blood 
clot blocks the arteries feeding 
blood to the heart. The result 
may be that a bit of heart mus- 
cle may be destroyed as in a 
so-called myocardial infraction. 

For these reasons, the findings 
of the San Francisco physicians 
stirred much interest. For if 
cholesterol blood level and clot- 
ting time are dependent largely 
upon stress instead of diet, then 
efforts to prevent heart ailments 
in well people by alterjng diet 
may be fruitless. 

Dr. Rosenman and Dr. Fried- 
man reported that their business- 
man subjects while under stress 
had blood-clotting time halved 
and cholesterol levels driven up 
“profoundly” in some cases. 

“The observed results (with 40 
volunteers between Jan. 8 and 
June 10, 1957) were not found to 
be due to any change in general 
health, weight, amounts of exer- 
cise or dietary intake of fat or 
calories during the five-month in- 
terval,” they .

Although realizing the personal 
political risk, Russell and Tal- 
madge rejected the use of the 
filibuster — the parliamentary 
weapon of last resort of the 
Southern bloc in Congress. They 
took the position, and held it in 
the face of political sniping, that 
any attempt to filibuster against 
the “rights’’ measure would have 
been crushed almost immediate- 
ly; they also maintained that 
such futile strategy would have 
resulted in an even tougher bill 
than the one enacted by Congress 
and in a new drive to alter Senate 
rules to prevent future filibuster. 


The inherent political risk in| 
their decision is apparent: they 
laid themselves open to the possi- 
bility that some future opponent 
might accuse them of selling out 
the South by failing to use every 
weapon at their command against 
the civil rights measure.

In the Mail 


My old inherited (from Muv) tendency to expect a daily mira- 
cle from the U.S. mail doesn’t often let me down. It may not be 
a miracie—although there have been a few of those—but hardly 
a day passes that I’m not glad one way or another that I hovered 
around hounding Flash, the copy boy, while he sorted the mail 
and then went back and did obeisance before the pigeonhole with 
my name on it two or three times. 


Perfectly lovely things come in the mail, usually letters, once 
in a while a picture or poem and occasionally, like today, a book. 

The arrival of today’s book was a masterly bit of timing. It’s 
the kind of book that makes you want to hang a “Do Not Disturb” 
sign on the door or close the door entirely and head for a tree on 
a hillside, to sprawl in the apple-scented sunshine and read till 
the light is gone. 


The book is called “All the Plants of the Bible.” It is ex- 
quisitely illustrated and since much of the text came from the 
Bible itself—how could it be lovelier? Winifred Walker, an in- 
ternationally known botanical artist, who did a book on Shake- 
peare’s flowers in 1939, is the author of this volume. She is Brit- 
ish, spent some years in residence at the University of California 
and devoted six years to searching out specimens of plants men- 
tioned in the Bible and painting each one life size in glowing color. 


The book was published by Harper & Brothers and is, I take 
it, just off the press. (Price $4.95 if you want to buy it for some- 
body’s Christmas and read it first—and if you wash your hands 
and don’t dribble sandwiches or coffee on it, why not?) 

“From earliest childhood I had been swayed by the rhythm 
of the words from the scriptures,’ wrote Mrs. Walker. ‘What, 
I wondered were the costly frankincense and myrrh borne by the 
Wise Men from the East on their pilgrimage to the Babe at Beth- 


lehem? Where were these plants grown?” 
With the aid of botanists in this country and in England, Mrs. 
Walker has found some beautiful answers. For instance, “con- 


sider the lilies how they grow’ referred to the anemone or wind- 
flower which ranges from crimson to brilliant purple and grew 
near the plain of Gennesaret, where Jesus was speaking. The 
lilies from Song of Solomon 5:13—‘‘His cheeks are as a bed of 
spices, as sweet flowers: his lips like lilies, dropping sweet smell- 
ing myrrh’’—are chalcedonicum lilies, a rich red flower probably 
grown in the gardens of King Solomon himself. 


The apple referred to in Proverbs 25:11—“‘A word fitly spoken 
is like apples of gold in pictures of silver’’—probably was an apri- 
cot, according to Mrs. Walker since apples of that day were of 
very poor quality. The dandelion was one of the bitter herbs of 
the Old Testament and so were endive, chicory, lettuce and sorrel. 
The balm tree, emblem of Palestine, and believed to have been
